D'edication of "Thunder", the 
City of Belle Glade Fire 
Department's new $207,000 
fire truck, was held last Thurs- 
day morning. 

In a public/private enter- 
prise, several companies in the 
Glades pitched in to help pur- 
chase the truck, with Sugar 
Cane Growers Cooperative 
leading the charge. 

Andrew Wright, a first grader 
at Christian Day School, gave 
the new truck its name. His 
entry was selected out of 1,124 
entries during a "Name the 
Fire Truck" contest held in the 
area schools. Andrew also won 
a $100 U.S. Savings Bond. Sec- 
ond place went to Arzavious 
Givens, a Gladeview fifth grad- 
er, who submitted the name 
Glade Runner and third place 
went Rodson Wright of Gove 
Elementary whose winning 
name was Fire Hawk. Both 
were given $50 U.S. Savings 
Bonds certificates. 

City Manager Lomax Har- 
relle approached the major 
agricultural businesses in July, 
asking for their help to replace 
a 35-year-old fire truck. 

His first contact was George 
Wedgworth, president of the 
Cooperative. 

"I was taking into considera- 
tion the economic climate of the 
Glades and realized it would be 
difficult. However, after talking 


Wedgworth, I knew it was 
possible," said Mr. Harrelle. 

"This is a significant contri- 
bution to the City , and I am 
very proud of the community 
spirit that made the donations 
possible," Mr. Harrelle added. 

The City secured the remain- 
ing funds from U.S. Sugar Cor- 
poration, Flo-Sun, Inc., A. 
Duda and Sons, Sugar Supply, 
Inc., and Talisman Sugar Cor- 
poration. 

Mr. Wedgworth was given a 
plaque during the dedication 
ceremonies and Fire Chief Tony 
Tuliano presented him with 
the "Speaking Trumpet" which 
represents a symbol of com- 
mand and rank. 

Mr. Wedgworth said they 
were giving the award to the 
wrong person, saying he talked 
with his board, which repre- 
sents 54 Glades growers, and 


they agreed to donate $100.000 
toward the purchase of the 


truck. 

He also spoke about Mr. Har- 
relle's ability to secure funds 
from the private sector. 

"One of the best guys to pan- 
handle a guy is Lomax Har- 
relle," Mr. Wedgworth told the 
crowd. "I noticed there are no 
fire hoses on this truck yet," he 
said. "Lomax will be around 
Monday morning asking for fire 
hoses," he joked.

Doug Kelly, general manager 
of CVI in Belle Glade said the 
announcement comes after sev- 
éral months of good faith. nego- 
tiations between CVI and area 
broadcasters. Should CVI not 
have been successful in this 
effort, Mr. Kelly said they wold 
have been:required by law to 
"turn off" broadcast networks 
which had not grated CVI 
retransmission consent. The 
FCC imposed date for these 
deletíons was October 6 at 
12:01 a.m. 

Mr. Kelly said "CVI has

receive the required consent 
from several area broadcast 
stations and is in the process of 
finalizing negotiations with 
others. For those agreements 
not yet finálized, temporary 
grrangements are in place to 
continue carriage of these 
broadcast stations and.to allow 
time to compléte negotiations." 

He added he is confident that 
the negotiations still in the pro- 
cess will conclude "with favor- 
able results." 

CVI has been seeking a win- 
win-win scenario for CVI sub- 
scribers, the cable company 
and the broadcasters "and that 
is what we have accomplished 
over the past few months,” said 
Mr. Kelly.

A shot gun start kicked off 
Saturday's Heart Walk with 
almost 250 walkers taking to 
the pavement in the 6.2-mile 
trek to benefit programs for the 
American Heart Association. 
Walkers enjoyed the scenic 
walk from the Belle Glade 
Marina to the bike bath along 


“SR 717 with weather in the 


70's. They turned around just 
short of SR 715 and went back 
to the Marian where they 
enjoyed snack, drinks and piz- 


za. 

Participants and organizers 
should feel proud, says Dee 
Rickard, program director for 
the Heart Association. The 
Glades Branch raised $15,500 
in pledges and an addition 
$2,000 from local businesses 
who-sponsored mile markers 
and water stops for the walk- 
ers. 

"I think the Glades communi- 
ty, by far, has the most support- 
ive people I've worked with 
anywhere,” said Ms. Rickard. 
"When they say they're going to 


get behind something, they do 
it more than 150 percent." 

The AHA board set a goal of 
raising $10,000 from this year's 
walk. They exceeded that goal 
by 46 percent. 

Ms. Rickard said 86 of the 
participants are eligible for 
AHA five-color tee shirts and 
another 13 people raised over 
$250 each to become eligible for 
a watch. Heidi Coi tez of Beile 
Glade was the walker who 
raised the most money in 
pledges, bringing in $387.

Private contractor to provide : 


Pahokee with garbage/ trash pickup

The City of Pahokee is no 
longer in the garbage and trash 
business. 

For the first time in over 80 
years the city has decided they 
tan't provide quality service to 
citizens at. an affordable price 
without decreasing services. 

County Sanitation has signed 
a contract with the city to col- 
lect trash and garbage effective 
October 1. The company will 
collect trash and garbage.on 
Tuesday and Friday. Recycling 
will be also be doné on Tuesday. 
The city decided to sign a 
contract with County Sanita- 
tion because of the rapid 

crease ih tipping.fees. These 
fees which were charged to the 
city by the Solid Waste Author- 
ity when trucks are weighed 
would have forced Pahokee to 
raise garbage and trash collec- 
tion rates by 20 percent over a 
two years period. 

Last year city commissioners 
voted not to increase the collec- 
tion rates of area citizens and 


businesses. 

City.Manger Ken Schenck 
estimates the city will save 
approximately $150,00 by hav- 
ing County Sanitation collect. 
trash and garbage. Citizens 
should notice their garbage 
rates will decrease or remain 
the same. 

The city still owns two 
garbage trucks and two trash 
trucks. Schenck said the city 
will sell one garbage truck and 
one trash truck to County Sani- 
tation for an undetermined 
amount as of Wednesday, Octo- . 
ber 6. 

The city will retain the use of 
one garbage truck and one 
trash truck. The garbage truck 
will be utilized for the hauling 
of sludge from the waste water 
plant. The trash truck will be 
used for the collection of vege- 
tation, since the city has decid- 
ed they will still be able to pro- 
vide that service to residents. 

"We have had a few problems 
switching over to a private con- 
tractor, but they are getting 
worked out," said Schenck.

Women aren't to blame for rapes, says USF victims' advocate ' 


It is not women's fault that 
they are raped, despite what 
many people --many of them 
women-- believe, said a Univer- 
sity of South Florida expert. 

Mary Poole, the USF Victim's 
Advocate Program coordinator, 
talked abut her experiences at 
USF and with the Clearwater 
Police Department during a 
speech to the Christina Wom- 
en's Fellowship Group at 
Peninsular Christina Church in 


that one in four women in the 
U.S. are sexually assaulted, 
usually by a family member or 
someone they know, 

"The rapes are being done by 
only 10% of all men in th U.S.," 
said Poole. "Men should be get- 
ting angry -- husbands, fathers, 
brothers should take a stand.” 

Women also should take a 
stand. According to Poole, 
"Women do not support wom- 
en.” 

Contrary to what many 
believe, statistics show that 
women are much less likely to 
believe that the victim was 
really raped while men are 
much more likely to believe the 


victim, said Poole. 

For example, she said, when 
lawyers want a conviction, they 
will pick mostly men for the 
jury. If the lawyers want to get 
a verdict of not guilty, they will 
pick mostly women. 

Why? Poole said that after 
years of studying this, she has 
concluded that by saying the 
rape was caused by something 
the woman did, other women 
feel safe, 


She said a 78-year-old wom- 
an, who for years had taken a 
walk every day by herself, was 
raped during one of her strolls, 
The victim said it was her own 
fault. She should not have been 
walking alone. 

"It was not her fault," said 
Poole. 

"Women tend to always blame 
themselves. Women need to 
quit blaming themselves," said 
Poole. "It's not their fault. It is 
time for women to speak up and 
tell their stories. Like the Bible 
says, "The truth shall set you 
free." 

Poole said that it is time for 
women to start helping each

cational interests and goals. 
About 1,200 semifinalists are 
expected to become finalist and 
all winners of Achievement 


Scholarship will be chosen 
from the finalist group. Award 
recipients will be the candi- 
dates judged to have the great 
potential for future academic 
success, based on abilities and 
accomplishments. 

Three types of scholarships 
will be offered in the 1994 Aca- 
demic Program. Every finalist 
will be considered for one of 
the 400 National Achievement 
$2000 scholarships to be 
awarded-on a regional repre- 
sentational basis. 

Corporations, foundations 
and professional associations 
also will finance approximately 
200 four-year scholarships for 
finalists in whom they have a 
particular interést.
